Hack to iti grind cotn« i Nebraska's unicameral 
législature, called In special sesilon by Governor 
Qrlswold. 
Originally, thn purpoan of th ii gpeclal session 
was to facilitate the voting opportunity of 100,000 
Nebraskans in the armed services through revision 
of the absentee voting law. That original objective 
has been sidetracked to some extent through at­ 
tention focussed upon the affairs of the Consumers 
Public Power district. 
If the legislature under­ 
takes a sweeping revision of Senate File 310, and 
all ot lía amendatory legislation, the members are 
apt to be here through the summer, and possibly 
until the frost is on the pumpkin. 
The legislature can be good to itself and to the 
people of the state by making the acsslon as short 
and as business-like as possible. Surely, the mem­ 
bers recall with mingled emotions LB 204 and the 
energetic lobby of the Nebraska Power company. 
The lobby and the lobbyists are not indispensable 
to the success of this session. They might be classi­ 
fied as “expendables” to the cause of better legis­ 
lation.

In Washington over the weekend, news dis­ 
patches said the adm inistration’s foreign policy— 
or lack of one, as some critics put it—boiled up 
as a political Issue and “there was evidence that 
republicans were applying a bellows to the fire 
ander the kettle.” 
Governor Dewey, currently reported in all of 
the polls as the leading republican candidate for 
the presidency, led off with the profound observa­ 
tion that the people know “far too little about our 
own foreign policy and practically nothing about 
our diplomatic commitments.” 
Recently the New York Times paid its respects 
to Governor Dewey In this language: 
“Barely three months before his party meets 
to choose a leader whose immense responsibility 
It may be to finish the greatest w ar In history, to 
make the peace, and to start the whole world on 
Its way to recovery, Mr. Dewey is silent on the 
sidelines.” 
The Times is sadly in error. Mr. Dewey is very 
talkative in trying to find out w hat the other fel­ 
low thinks. But the Times says:

“In short, as m atters stand, Mr. Dewey tends to 
become a man of all colors to all people.

extent that this happens, the pre-convention cam­ 
paign loses meaning.”

Mr. Dewey can and does belly-ache to beat hell. 


A M ailer of Sleep 
The allied military government in Italy Satur­ 
day reported the death of 30 and the injury of 
scores at a result of the eruption of Mount 
Vesuvius.

He smelled a diabolical conspiracy in his 
discussion with Winchell Sunday night. 
There is 
a foul, diabolical conspiracy on foot, Mr. Dies in­ 
sisted, to smear congress, the last citadel of Amer­ 
ican liberty. The Texan, in an understandable ef­ 
fort to keep the congressional home fires burning, 
was not especially generous nor courteous to the 
courts, nor to the executive branches of govern­ 
ment.

Now as to this plot to smear congress. 
Per­ 
haps, in a spirit of charity, Congressman Dies 
should be forgiven. 
He has been engaged on a 
m an-hunt for a good many years. 
He has been

gaining foothold in American thought. 
Any man 
engaged in this labor of love and loyalty is apt to 
develop illusions.

of politicians, the government still lives in all of 
its glorious grant of freedom to the individual.

Congress alone will write its record. 
There is 
the public intelligence in America to weigh that 
record fairly for w hat it is worth. 
If there is any 
smearing of congress, only congress itself will make 
that possible. 
It will either discredit or vindicate 
itself by w hat it does and what it says. 
In recent 
months what it has said in debate and the position 
it has taken on legislation have not increased the 
stature of its members. 
Witness: 
1—It could pass a conscription law tearing a 
man from his home to fight for his country but 
it could not reach into the arsenal of democracy 
for a ballot through which five million men in 
American training camps could express themselves 
upon the kind of government in Washington they 
desire. 
Another five million abroad could only 
vote under the greatest difficulties. 
That soldier 
voting law was so bad that only a small proportion 
of the governors of the states to whom it was re­ 
ferred thought it applicable to voting next Novem­ 
ber in those states. 
2—It could pass a tax bill under its constitu­ 
tional prerogatives but it could not recognize that 
the same constitution empowering it and req uiring 
It to write tax legislation likewise authorized a 
chief executive to veto that tax bill and, as Sena­ 
tor Glass put it, not only gave the executive the 
right to veto, but in this instance it w'as his con­ 
stitutional duty to veto it. 
Why constitutional 
duty in the eyes of Senator Glass, 40 years a mem­ 
ber of congress and no special friend of President 
Roosevelt? 
Because the bill was so bad.

What has turned Senator Glass, one of the 
president’s ‘harshest critics, from critic to sup­ 
porter in this crisis? This country is at w'ar. This 
country is engaged in a great struggle. 
Senator 
Glass has looked on to observe small and critical 
congressmen inject a depressing spirit of partisan­ 
ship in congressional debates. 
He has seen con­ 
gress reveal apparently a greater concern over at­ 
tacking Mr. Roosevelt than attacking the real ene­ 
mies of the American people. 
He has seen child­ 
ish, silly, boyish men grapple with great problems 
in partisan spirit. There isn’t any plot on to smear 
congress, nor to destroy congress. 
Congress alone 
will smear itself. 
It will w’rite its own record. 
It 
ought not to object to standing on that record.

Following the Lincoln-John- 
son w ar period came Grant, Hayes, Garfield and 
A rthur, each adm inistration being notable for 
either corruption or static. 
Nothing of progress, 
save the term ination of southern carpetbag rule 
by Hayes. Later, Ben Harrison lazed through four 
flat, colorless years and was retired. 
Next g. o. p period began w ith McKinley and 
ended with Taft in 1912, The administxation of the 
latter was so bad that even his predecessor and 
sponsor, *'Teddy” Roosevelt, bolted him, and after 
eight years of apologizing and promising, just as 
Griswold and others are doing now, came the last 
republican era, beginning with Harding and the 
Ohio gang, and ending with Hoover and chaos. 
It camiot be doubted that the vast m ajority of the 
men and women constituting the republican party 
are honw t and sinceré, but they don’t run that 
partj', nor have they since the days of Lincoln,

Churchill’s discussion of the war was the absence 
of any reference to the diplomatic problem.

So long as H itler’s legions were poised on French 
soil overlooking the English channel, and day and 
night there was the lurking fear that German sol­ 
diers would land on English soil, Churchill w’as 
Britain’s G ibraltar upon whom millions leaned. 
It isn’t exactly a pleasing picture of human 
nature. 
But is is an accurate reflection of human 
behavior. 
When people are terribly threatened, 
they look for support; when the danger passes, 
they stand on their own. 
And yet there was enough in Mr. Churchill’s 
address to command attention. 
Thxough it ran 
the serene note of a supreme confidence in victory. 
And yet he attempted to gloss over none of the 
difficulties. 
He took frank note of those difficul­ 
ties. 
He spoke of the disappointment in Italy. 
He had high praise for the Russians and for the 
United States, This latest address w'as not a great 
contribution to the historic utterances of the w^ar 
but a fair an<^ dispassionate review of its progress.

WASHINGTON—C urrent developments 
in Burma illustrate the point made by 
many Washington insiders that it’.«? best to 
be frank with the American public, 
I.ast summer, it was announced from 
Quebec that the allies planned a big of­ 
fensive in Burma. It was also announced 
that Lord Louis M ountbatten, cousin of 
King George, was being placed in com­ 
mand of the drive, which was to open 
up the Burma Road to the allies and pro­ 
vide a new means of attacking Japan 
through China. 
De.spite 
these 
optimistic 
announce­ 
ments, real fact today is that the Jap­ 
anese, not the allies, have taken the of­ 
fensive. As this is written, the Japs are 
within six miles of the Indian iKirder. 
The allies are on the defensive. And this 
is eight months after the Burma promises 
of last summer. 
All of which illustrates the danger of 
inflating the hopes of the American pub­ 
lic, then letting them drop with a thud. 
The real truth could not be written 
last summer, but now the inside story, as 
told the senators, can be told without any 
danger to m ilitary operations. 
At the Quebec conference last July, 
U. S. military chiefs informed the British 
that, if there was to be no Immediate sec­ 
ond front in Europe, then the United 
States must urge that w'e proceed with a 
drive in Burma. Whereupon it was agreed 
that Admiral 
Lord Louis 
Mountbatten 
should command in Burma, but that this 
should be a military secret. 
Accordingly, General Marshall phoned 
the Chinese military attache in Washing­ 
ton to come to Quebec. And according to 
information 
that 
has 
been 
relayed 
to 
senators. General Marshall informed the 
Chinese military attache about the new 
Burma 
commander but cautioned 
him 
that it was most secret and that he must 
not radio Chiang Kai-Shek for fear the 
message might be decided by the Japan­ 
ese. Instead, he must send a messenger 
by special airplane to Chungking to in­ 
form the generalissimo personally that 
Lord Mountbatten was to command the 
Burma front. 
British-U. S. Differences. 
Having taken these secrecy precautions. 
General Marshall naturally was highly 
surprised when he read in the newspapers 
a few days later that the British had an­ 
nounced to the press that Lord Mount­ 
batten was to command in Burma. Subse­ 
q uently, there was a frank show-down 
between General M arshall and General 
Sir Alan Brooke, British chief of staff, 
regarding statements to the press. 
Show-downs of this kind are only 
natural when men with strong minds are 
in command of allied operation. 
They 
should not be interpreted as meaning dis­ 
unity among the allies. The incident is 
mentioned here only to illustrate the dif­ 
ferences which have existed over Burma. 
These differences are now reported to 
have led to the present allied stalemate 
and the Jap offensive. 
Most im portant conclusion drawn from 
the above situation is that U. S. army- 
navy forces are now determined to plug 
ahead on their own in the Central and 
North Pacific. The recent attacks on the 
Kurile islands north of Japan are most 
significant. 
In the opinion of this col­ 
umnist, they will be followed up by more 
drives in the North Pacific—the straight, 
direct route to Japan. 
In other words, the U. S. A. is not 
necessarily going to wait for victory in 
Europe, but is going ahead on its own to 
close in on Japan—with or without allied 
dssistdnc^ 
NOTE—One trouble with the Burma 
front is that General StilweU favors a 
ground 
operation. 
General 
Chennault 
favors an air operation, and Admiral Lord 
M ountbatten favors a naval operation. 
Congratulations to Leo Crowley’s for­ 
eign economic administration on buying 
as much q uinine in Latin America in the 
past couple of weeks as during the pre­ 
vious nineteen months. This is significant

Surgeon-General Thomas Parran, M.D., 
of the United States Public Health Service, 
has come out in a current magazine article 
and tells about how absenteeism due to 
illness is sabotaging the war effort, and 
urges us all to do our part for victory by 
keeping 
well. The 
General 
is 
always 
fascinating when he warms up in this way 
because he never thinks anything out, and 
I read him with great interest. 
Among other things he is against the 
common cold. It causes more absenteeism 
than any other ailment and you can lick 
it, says the General. 
This is fascinating. 
I am against the common cold too, but I 
don’t know how to lick it, and I followed 
up the General’s introductory statement 
with bated breath. 
The General is a little vague about 
how we are to avoid the common cold. 
He says we must use our common sense. 
That is like the famous advice about how 
to avoid falling hair, which was—“Step 
nimbly to one side.” 
Difficult to Accomplish, 
“Stay away,” sayi^ the General, “from 
people who have coughs or sniffles.” But 
the war factories are full of people with 
coughs and sniffles and to stay away 
would seem to me to increase absenteeism. 
Besides the General thinks anybody who 
has a cold should stay at home. 
So be­ 
tween those who stay at home with their 
coughs and sniffles, and those who stay 
away to avoid coughs and sniffles there 
wouldn’t be anybody in the factories at 
ail.

The greatly intensified effort of the nation 
at war has been the dominant influence on 
the activities of the Compwrny, its agents and 
employees, during the year 1943.

In view of the prevailing low rates of in­ 
terest and in recognition of the long-range 
effect of low interest earnings, the Company 
has further increased the reserves held to 
secure the performance of its outstanding 
life insurance and annuity contracts.

The Company is convinced that its policy 
both as to investments and reserves is, in all 
the circumstances, prudent and proper so far 
as the protection of its policyholders is con­ 
cerned. It is also clearly in the best interest 
of the nation still at war.

The Company declared for 1944 the same 
annual dividend scale as w’as applicable for 
1943. Dividends payable in 1944 amount to 
$33,600,000. 


Over 1700 of our employees and agents 
are now serving in the armed forces, and it 
is greatly to the credit of a much reduced 
staff that the detailed operations of the Com­ 
pany are being carried on with such a high 
standard of performance and service to the 
policyholders. At the same time the staff, 
both in tho Home Office and in the Field, 
have made substantial contributions to the 
overall war effort by taking part to an in­ 
creasing extent in volunteer war activities 
both through Company organizations and 
individually in their own communities. 
Our agency organization, greatly reduced 
by war service, likewise deserves much credit 
for the encouraging growth during 1943 in 
the Company’s volume of life insurance in 
force. Sales of new life insurance were 
$452,000,000, an increase of 12 per cent over 
the previous year. These sales arc in excess 
of any year’s business since 1937. Termina­ 
tions because of lapse and surrender were 
the lowest in twenty-four years. At the close 
of the year total insurance in force was 
$7,340,000,000. 
As of December 31, 1943, the real estate 
holdings of the Company, acquired under 
foreclosure, were valued at $38,250,000, which 
is but slightly over one per cent of the 
Company’s total assets. The book value of 
foreclosed real estate sold during the year 
amounted to $22,900,000. 
The mortality experience of the year was 
less favorable than the previous year but it 
did not differ greatly from 1940, despite the 
fact that in 1943 there were approximately 
$4,500,000 of war claims including deaths of 
men in scrvdce not caused by an act of war. 


Although the’life insurance business, by 
its very nature, is an important influence 
against inflation, nevertheless the Company 
has felt that, in these days of war employ­ 
ment and shortages of civilian goods, it 
should make every reasonable effort to play 
its part in the fight against an excessive rise 
in the cost of living. Accordingly, it has 
taken an active part in the cooperative ad­ 
vertising program undertaken by 116 life 
insurance companies to help prevent an un­ 
controlled rise in’prices and the cost of living. 
Its purpose is to encourage people to do 
voluntarily those things which will divert 
spendable funds into war bonds, life insur- 
anccand savings ratherthan into unnecessary 
goods. The Company joined in this program 
believing that it was a timely contribution 
to the economic and social welfare of the 
country as a whole and that it would directly 
serve the best interests of its policyholders. 
On April 12, 1944, the New York Life 
Insurance Company enters its 100th year in a 
strong position. The Company looks forw ard 
earnestly to the responsibilities and great 
opportunities which lie ahead.

A story of hope, courage, and 
faith was told Sunday night at the 
Assembly of God church of Lin­ 
coln ‘by Florence V. Christie, of 
Los Angeles, who was an instruc­ 
tor at the Lillian Trasher orphan­ 
age near Assiout, Egypt before 
being evacuated by the British 
military 
when 
the 
treacherous 
fascist armies attacked the conti­ 
nent. 
Miss Christie was taken from 
Sudan in North Africa to Nigeria, 
and after a month’s wait, flew to 
America by Trans-Atlantic clipper 
piloted by American ferry pilots. 
“ The 10,000 mile trip took only 
two days,” she said. 
Miss Christie showed 
motion 
pictures and photograph albums 
which revealed the true plight of 
the Egyptian orphans. “ The or­ 
phanage,” she explained, “ is a 
home for 1,000 orphans, widows, 
and 
refugees, 
the majority 
of 
whom were made homeless by the 
war. At the Trasher orphanage, 
they are fed, clothed, and schooled 
—a project wholly financed by 
contributions which come from all 
parts of the world.” 
The upkeep costs of the orphan­ 
age are high, asserted Miss Chris­ 
tie. 
“ Our 
operations 
expenses 
reach $6,000 per month, for bread 
alone costs $50 a day.” 
Four Schools. 
“ We have four schools at the 
orphanage, two for the boys, one 
for girls, and one for the blind,” 
she said. “ We have our own Boy 
Scout groups, and our organized 
playground games are much like 
those in American schools,” she 
said. 
Miss Christie was full of praise 
for the aid given the orphanage 
by the Red Cross, 
She told of 
one time, when food and cloth­ 
ing ran out, and schools were dis­ 
missed, that children of the or­ 
phanage spent two days in prayer. 
“ Our prayers were answered,” she 
declared, “ for on the third day, 
an American Red Cross supply 
ship, intended for Greek refugees, 
almost 
reached 
the shores 
of 
Greece when the country fell to 
the axis invaders, and so the 
orphanage, revived by a large 
part of the ship’s supply, 
once again survived ” 
Distinguished Visitors. 
“ Many 
distinguished 
visitors 
have seen the work done by the 
orphanage,” stated the instructor. 
“ Our guest list includes the King 
of Belgium, Lady Lampson, wife 
of the high commissioner, Eng­ 
lish ambassador to Egypt, Lord 
McClary, of Scotland, who left a 
gift of $35,000 to the orphanege, 
and even Wendell Willkie stopped 
there during his fecent tour of the 
world.” 
Miss Christie further told of 
the word accomplished by Lil­ 
lian Trasher. who founded the 
orphanage 33 years ago. 
Miss 
Trasher has been referred to as 
“ Nile Mother“ in a Reader’s Di­ 
gest article, and J erome Beatty, 
in his book, “ Americana All Over“ 
included her as one of the fif­ 
teen most outstanding American 
citizens in foreign lands.” 
“ She is mamma to all the chil-

of the amount of bonds to be Issued. The 
Consumers public power district Is owned 
by the people of Nebraska who are Its 
customers, and I feel th at their business 
should be conducted as public business.
